CANADA'S “MISSING”

| The mystery of Canada’s “missing” 
1 


dwelling units .will be solved by the 
‘June census. 

Latest estimates place the number 
of Canadian dwelling units at some- 
,thing over 4,500,000. But if past ex- 
| perience holds true—and expectations 
|are that it will—that estimate falls 
below the actual level. 

Central Mortage and Housing Cor- 
poration has done its best to keep 
track of the number of new houses 
built since 1941. By relating known 
building rates to the number of old 
dwellings, together with allowances 
for old houses torn down or burnt 
down, the CMHC is able to estimate 
the number of Canadian homes month 
by month. : 

But a census provides the actual 


‘peen appointed*Bell Telephone mana- number of new dwellings built in in- 


‘dividual localities, as well as house- 
building rates. Following the 1951 and 
1956 censuses, CMHC revised its 

estimates upwards. The same process 
of revision is expected to begin again 
this autumn, after preliminary counts 
of dwelling units are available. 

Canada isn’t the only country un- 
able to keep track of all its new 
housing, however. Following the first 
National Housing Inventory of the 
U.S. in 1956, 
figures were found to have strayed 
about 15 per cent from the mark. 
, Fewer than 8% homes had been 
‘counted from year to year, for every 
10 that had actually been built. 

Without a census, estimates on 
Canada’s housing, like those of the 
U.S., could stray far from the facts. 
A census pulls the estimates back on 
the track, every five or 10 years. 

The Corporation expects that hous- 
ing. conditions have improved signifi- 
cantly in the past decade. There is 
less “doubling up” among families, 
and fewer houses lack running water 
and adequate -heating. But only a 
census of Canada can reveal a precise 
answer to the question: How much 
better are Canadian homes now than 
they were 10 years ago? 

The Census will also show where 
housing conditions are bad, and how 
bad they are. The nation as a whole 
may be better off, while some areas 
may be worse. There has been little 
new housing on farms in 30 yéars; 
‘have farm homes kept up to stan- 
dard? And how many aged persons 
are badly housed? How many families 
are crowded together with other 
‘families? Only a census can precisely 
‘answer the question: How many 
“homes fail to meet the standards 
most Canadians regard as adequate 
‘in the middle of the 20th Century?

questions on mortgage and the value 
of houses were included at the -Cor- 
poration’s request. 

But there are many users—from 
government to private industry.. 
‘Parliament needs housing information 
to assess the needs of natural hous- 
ing programs. Municipalities, in de- 
\ciding on slum clearance projects, 
‘need to know the location, number 
‘and condition of older houses. And 
\they can assess requirements for the 
‘future as well as the present, by 
‘figuring how many houses will be 75 
;years old, say 25 years from now. 
Industry needs to know how far the 
'demand for certain items such as re- 
| frigerators and TV sets has been ful- 
‘filled, and in what areas of the nation 
|the demand is still unsatisfied. The 
| builder of rental houses needs to know 
what rent he might expect from his 
| construction, as the building ages.

Doubts About That 
Blood Pressure 


The doctor winds the long, flat 
cloth tube of the sphygmomano- 
meter around the patient’s upper 
arm, pumps it up, then notes the 


when the patient’s heart con- 
\tracts and relaxes. This time- 

onored procedure, of course, is 
supposed to show whether the 
blood pressure is normal (for an 
average male, 130/75), high (200/ 
130), or low (90/60). 

But does it? “Not necessarily,” 
says Dr, Sidney Roston of the 
University of Louisville School of 
Medicine, who has spent three 
years working on a mathematical 
analysis of the human circulatory 
system. In New York last month 
at a meeting of mathematicians 
and biologists, he gave his con- 
clusion: Blood in various parts of 
the body may move at different 
rates of pressure. “There have 
been cases of enlarged hearts,” 
Dr. Roston told the meeting, 
sponsored by the New York Aca- 
demy of Sciences and the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, “where the blood 
pressure in the arm was normal.” 

If the present practice of tak- 
ing blood-pressure readings in 
the arm is of “limited” value in 
diagnosing heart disease, Dr Ros- 
ton has no‘other solution to of- 
fer. It would take surgery, he ad 
mitted, to get pressure readings 
of such important internal or- 
gans as the brain or heart. “The 
important point,” he warned, “is 
that doctors should be aware 
that even if the bloor-pressure 
in the arm is normal, there may 
be dangerously high pressure 
elsewhere in the body.”

Bohan, who is pushing 36, had 
no time for brooding. The slim, 
dark-haired designer was in New 
York last month, making cere- 
monial calls on the governor- 
generals of his far-flung realm 
and checking on the Dior-New 
York collection prior to its un- 
veiling. At Lord & Taylor, he 
smiled with exquisite politeness 
when its president, Melvin Daw- 
ley, ventured to inform him that 
“Fashion is worldwide.”

A Refugee Tells Of 
Communist China 


Leung Chan-pang is an ap-— 


prentice in a glassware shop in 
Macao, tiny Portuguese-ruled 
peninsula at the mouth of the 
Pearl River delta in southern 
China. 

Every day, from early in the 
morning until. 10 or 11 at night, 
Leung cuts glass, polishes mir- 
pers, sweeps the floor clean of 
shavings. His pay is 45 patacas 


—gbout $7.90 —a month, plus - 


board and. lodging, and he works, 
according to an acquaintance, 
like one possessed, sometimes 
till one in the morning. 


For Leung is a refugee from 
Communist China, and he knows 
that hard though his work may 
be, he is lucky to have a job at 
all in crowded, unindustrialized 
Macao where one-quarter of a 
million people jostle each other 
in a finger-thin six square mile 
sliver of land almost encircled 
by Communist seas. 

1 waited in a friend’s dockside 
office the other evening to meet 
Leung and ask him about life in 
Communist China, from which 
he escaped in a sampan last July. 
Our appointment was at nine, 
jut when my friend went to look 
for him at 9:30 he found him 
still working jin the store and 
pleading that’ he would not be 
free till 10:30 and would appre- 
ciate a short interview as he 
would have to go right back to 
work after it. 

Promptly at 10:30 Leung show- 
ed up—a shy, soft-spoken boy of 
18, with doelike eyes but with 
an undertone of fire in his low- 
toned, rapid Cantonese speech. 

His family had been ‘in the 
shipbuilding business, Leung ex- 
plained, and he himself had 
hoped to work for an engineer- 
after graduating 

om secondary school. But this 
was the year when the Commun- 
ist authorities had decreed all 
students should spend some time 
in the agricultural communes 
helping the farmers. He was 
sent to one of these communes 
for a year, during which most of 
the textbook knowledge he had 
acquired at school was forgotten. 

Even after this he was not 
given a chance to fulfill his am- 
bition. The authorities sent him 
to a training school for teachers 
—a profession in which, he had 
‘little interest. 

“You can’t go on this way,” 
his elder brother told him one 
day. “If you can’t get the school- 
ing you want, you will just be 
working like an ox for the rest 
of your days.” With his family’s 
encouragement, the two brothers 


found ‘a sampan, and made the 
rieky escape to Macao last sum- 
mer. : 

So far, of course, the escape 
has done little to {-rward Le- 
ung’s ultimate. ambitions. Slide- 
rule calculations and the draft- 
ing board are as far beyond his 
a today as when he toiled in 

paddy fields of China, writes 
Takashi Oka in the Christian 
Science Monitor. 

“Il am an apprentice, though, 
and I have no complaints,” Le- 
ung said ‘when asked about this. 
He would not go back to China 
now even if the Communists 


offered him an engineering de- 2 


qree. 

“What would be the use? Af- 
terward, I'd only be pushed out 
again to work in the fields,” Le- 
ung said. . 

Food, in Leung's case, was not 
as impelling a factor in prompt- 
ing escape as in that of the ma- 
jority of mainland refugees. In 
fact, he said, teacher trainees 
received preferential treatment, 
getting seven ounces of cooked 
rice twice a day, compared to 
three to five ounces per meal for 
ordinary students. And whereas 
peasant refugees complained of 
not having eaten meat for two 
years, Leung said his comrades 
enjoyed one or two slices per 
month, 

Nevertheless; even among stu- 
dents, food was a pervasive con- 
cern, Leung said. Their combin- 
ed work-and-study program went 
on for 10 hourg a day—study 
from 6:45 a.m/ to 11:40 a.m., and 
agricultural labor from 1:15 to 
4:40 in the afternoon. Students 
were urged to keep pigs and 
fowl: in case their charges suf- 
fered accidents, the pigs went to 
the students, the chickéfis’ to 
their teachers. 

Meanwhile, of course, there 
were the Communist indoctrina- 
courses. ba aes 

Mao’s works are “loo expen- 
sive,” Leung said—the last pub- 
lished volume cost as much as 
his school fees for an entire term. 
Therefore he had not bought any 
and had not read them. His ideol-, 
ogical independence still bother- 
ed his classmates, some of whom 


_eontinued sending letters even to 


Macao, accusing him of “low 
ideological thoughts.” 

“So now,” he said, “whenever 
I recognize the handwriting on 
a letter from China, I don’t even 
bother to open it. I just send it 
back to its writer unread.”

But they 
promised to be of important use 
in industrial cutting and grind- 
ing tools. 

At the same time, De Carli and 
Jamieson had produced some- 
thing else: An experimental dem- 
onstration of where meteors may 
originate. Scientists have long 
been divided on this question. 
One school maintains that mete- 
ors are the debris resulting from 
collisions between cosmi¢ bodies 
as large as our moon, The .other 
school holds that .they are frag- 


ments from small bodies. When 


diamonds were found in meteors 
that had crashed into earth, both 
schools used this as evidence for 
their positions. Nobelist Harold 
Urey argued the diamonds had 
been formed under the high pres- 
sures in the interior of a large 


_ body, and had later ridden to 


earth inside the meteor. Dr, Ed- 
ward Anders and Michae! Lip- 
schutz, colleagues of Jamieson, 
held the diamonds were formed 
on earth under high pressures at 
the moment of impact. 


_ In part to test this impact the- 
ory, De Carli and Jamieson un- 
dertook the water-barrel experi- 
ment, creating, in effect; a mete- 
or impact. Their results, which

If you don’t like washing 
dishes try putting a bird-feeding 
station within range of your 
kitchen window. You'll be so 
busy watching the birds you'll 
forget to get bored with the 
“dishes. For instance last night 


I had quite a pile of dishes to. 


do — we had been busy in the 
/ garden so the dinner dishes had 
just been stacked — but I didn’t 
mind a bit because the birds 
were so interesting. I also no- 
ticed a few things about them 
I hadn't realized before. To my 
delight I found the red-wings 
were bossing the starlings — and 
I had thought it would be the 
other way round. On the other 
hand, the bluejay, for all his 
belligerent appearance and rau- 
cous voice, is a “solitary feeder. 
He doesn’t approach the station 
unless it is empty and if another 
bird comes when he is eating — 
even a little sparrow — he flies 
away. My greatest pleasure last 
night was in seeing @ Baltimore 
oriole come to feed every 90 oft- 
en. It was the first time I'd seen 
that happen. We also see mead~ 
owlarks and, flickers but they 
feed mostly ‘on grubs’ especially 
after Partner has been cutting 
the lawn. Yesterday I saw a 
little chipmunk running along 
the branch of a tree and today 
there was a cinnamon-brown 
bird I hadn't seen before. From 
my birdbook I gather it "is 8 
hermit thrush. 
So we see plenty of nature 
from our one-acre lot and all the 
little birds and beasts are wel- 
come except for rats and rab- 
bits. We get rabbits but it was 
a neighbour who was visited by 
rat. He didn’t actually see it 
t it made its presence known 
by digging out dirt from the 
stone wall of his garage. Partner 
was called in for advice and to- 
gether they found a runway 
from the garage to a hole at the 
edge of the veranda. Poison bait 


- was put well back into one hole, 


and the entrance and exit filled 
in with stones. And that was the 
end of the rat. 


I suppose there are dozens and 
dozens of people who read this 
column, who, just like us, have 
been busy in the garden the last 
few days. We found a number 
of our shrubs had either been 
nibbled or winter-killed so we 
‘were busy getting replacements 
— and also a few extras. We 
both like flowering shrubs so we 
are trying to get a shrubbery 
well established, but with the 
shrubs far enough apart to be 
distinguishable. We put in a few 
trees and shrubs every year hop- 
ing a fair percentage of them 
will grow. Yesterday we plant- 
ed an eight-foot mountain ash 
near the bird-feeding station. 
Won't the birds have a great 
time with that in a year or two? 
For shade trees we have locust, 
weeping birch, three different

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like to have a morain locust on 
her front lawn. “All right”, said 
Partner, “if you get it I'll put it 
in for you.”

About Living 
Within One’s Means 


Since the early days of this 
republic, one economic philos- 
ophy defies contradiction: Wise 
Americans live within their 
means. Yet in this age of easy 
credit, fewer persons are adher- 
ing to this time-proven policy. 

Personal bankruptcies, for ex- 
ample, have increased more than 
300 per cent in the past decade 
—reaching a total of 114,166 in 
1960. Contradictory as it may 
geem, the average ’ American's 
personal income in the same 10 
years has risen 50 per cent, Total 
personal savings in the United 
States: have nearly doubled. 

The statistical breakdown of 
personal bankruptcies is interest- 
ing. Nine out of 10 bankruptcies 
filed are the personal, non-bus- 
iness kind. Of the total 127,722 
bankruptcy filings reported by 
federal courts for the year end- 
ing Dec, 31, 1960, just 13,566—or 
10% per cent—were business 
bankruptcies. The remainder 
were non-business and of these 
approximately nine-tenths are 
classified as worker-family cases. 


The dominant, year-in-year- 
out reason for debt-ridden fa- 
milies is simply incompetent 
management of a “fgir-to-mid- 
dling” family income. Bankrup- 
tcy is inevitable when a family 
not only lives up the salary 
check but also mortgages it to 
the hilt with no margin for 
emergencies. One credit counsel- 
or declares: 

“We rate mismanagement as 
the cause. of 75 per cent, and 
misfortune as the cause of 25 per 
cent of family debt troubles.” 

The consumer market today 
indeed is tempting. And certain- 
ly Americans are entitled to the 
better things of life. They should 
always remember, however, the 
admonition of our forefathers: 
“Save a little for a rainy day.” 

The “rainy-day” reserve is 
worth mentioning because it can 
soften the shock of minor finan- 
cial setbacks. It definitely would 
reduce the alarming number of 
insolvent families in the United 
States —Evening Telegram (San 
Bernardino, Calif.)

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He Cleans Up On 
Others’ Inventions 


Giant research labs cannot 
wither nor electronic computers 
stale the infinite variety of 
America’s do-it-yourself, inven- 


“Always, the idea is going to 
make a million dollars,” says 
John B. Tigrett, who has amass- 
ed a comfortable fortune of his 
own by licensing, marketing, 
and sometimes manufacturing 
home-made ‘inventions. “Very 
seldom more than that, but never 
a nickel less.” 


Tigrett ought to know. As the 
country’s leading invention bro- 
ker, he gets between 14,000 and 
16,000 ideas submitted to his of- 
fices at Jackson, Tenn. and 
Zurich, Switzerland, every year, 
of which about two or three 
turn out to be marketable and 
make any money. He has even 
dreamed up one lucrative idea 
himself — the Play-a-round, an 
immensely popular, collapsible 
net playpen. A jovial, courte- 
out man who is neither an en- 
gineer nor a patent lawyer, and 
who admits that he is “not even 
very good mechanically,” Ti- 
grett says his main qualifica- 
tion for the job is that he is 
“the greatest sucker in the 
world, bar none.” 


The toy that walks up walls, 
the bobbing bird that drinks wa- 
ter from a glass, the Zoomerang 
(a gun that “shoots” a roll of 
tightly furled paper) are a few 
of the more successful devices 
that Tigrett had been sucker 
enough to handle. “That little 
walking toy was developed in 
the B.F. Goodrich labs,” he re- 
calls, “Fritz Wigal, one of the 
staff, couldn’t see why a suction 
cup had to be stabile. So he 
worked out a mobile mechanism 
five suction cups on a dowel 
with a spring. Goodrich studied 
it, and said there was no use 
for it. We put a mouse body on 
it, and in various forms we've 
sold 25 million units.” 


These are the goofy ideas, 
which go in the toy department, 
At the same time, most retract- 
able steel measuring tapes are 
Tigrett-licensed, and nearly 
every. gas-station pump in the 
world has a Tigrett-licensed hose 
retractor. 


“I've written more licensing 
agreements than anyone else in 
the world, too,” says Tigrett. “I 
never advertise, People just hear 
about me. I think the only kind 
of person we haven't had submit 
an idea is a President or an ex- 
President. We've had senators, 
judges, and high executives. 
Once the president of a textile 
firm that grosses maybe $30. mil- 
lion a year called up to tell me 
he had a terrific idea, I assumed 
it was for some new spinning 
process or something. Instead, it 
was a balloon with a ball und 
ring inside that you fastened to 
your knee with a garter; then 
you tried to make the bal! go 
through the ring by jiggling your 
leg. Ridiculous!” 

Perpetual-motion machines are 
perpetually coming in. “We've 
had over a hundred submitted,” 
Tigrett says. “They all almost 
worked. The drinking duck, I 
guess, was closest.

In 
New York, for thousands of “un- 
special”. customers and their 
brainwashed youngsters (“If it 
isn’t a Duncan, it isn’t a Yo-Yo,” 
acvises. all the firm’s advertis- 
ing), there just weren't enough 
Yo-Yos to go around. 


In. a desperate effort to meet 
the demand, the Duncan firm, 
with headquarters in Evanston, 
tll, and a one-story cement- 
block plant in Luck, Wis.,. step- 
ped up production to 24 hours a 
day’ in April, and turned out 
more than a million Yo-Yos for 
the month—double the year-ago 
output. (Automatic lathes turn 
4-foot-long blocks .of maple into 
Yo-Yos at the rate of more than 
‘1,200 an hour.) 

Duncan had television to thank 
for its new affluence. In the old 
days, the firm employed troops 
of Filipino demonstrators to tour 
playgrounds and neighborhood 
centers, exhibiting an amazing 
repertoire of tricks possible with 
the Yo-Yo, coaching youngsters 
in their efforts at “walking-the- 
dog” and “rocking-the-baby”. 
While this type of advertising 
\ was good enough for dear old 
‘dad, it couldn’t match the hard 
sell of newer, competing. toys. 
Now concentrating on first one 
eity and then the next (the up- 
coming target is Chicago), Dun- 
an has transferred its demon- 
strations to television via such 
kiddie shows as “Popeye” and 
“Laurel and Hardy.” Duncan 
sponsors contests, and top prizes 
this year will be trips to Disney- 
land. 


“It’s contagious,” explains 34- 
year-old Duncan president Don- 
ald F. Duncan Jr., whose father 
founded the firm and gave the 
Yo-Yo its name in 1929. “Kids 
want to get their own and start 
playing. And anyone can do it 
.—young, old, short, tall, weak, or 
strong.” Retail prices, after a 
50 per cent markup, range from 
25 cents to $1. 

While the technique may be 
unique, the city-by-city sales 
campaign is just what Duncan 
ordered. “We don’t want this to 
become a mad fad like the Hula 
Hoop,” he says. “We want to 
keep it going.”

Hard-Luck Gems 
Back In Favor 


Opals, tke lovely gem stones 
which were believed by the an- 
cients to possess magical powers, 
are in growing demand in many 
parts of the world. 

Girls and women of to-day, 
who admire the variety of their 
colour, no longer believe, as did 
those of a century ago, that 
opals are unlucky. In fact, in 
some cases opals are proving 
more popular than diamonds as 
“a girl’s best friend.” 


In an old treatise translated 
in 1750 the author scorns any 
belief that opals are unlucky and 
says: “They are stones wonder- 
ful to behold, being composed of 
so many and divers colours of 
shining gems, as of the carbun- 
cle, amethyst, emerald and many 
others.” 

The opal is found in certain 
volcanic rocks and it’s a curious 
fact that the colours of opals are 
always ‘more effective and bril- 
liant in warm weather or in a 
warm place. The finest speci- 
mens are found to-day in South 
America, Australia, Mexico and 
the U.S. 

The largest opal ever discov- 
ered was one of 143 oz, troy 
named Olympic Australia. It was 
found near Coober Pedy, South 
Australia, in August, 1956, and 
valued at $150,000. 

Years ago a rich merchant 
presented the largest opal then 
known to the cathedral at Rhe- 
ims. The clergy had this wonder- 
ful gem. mounted in the cover of 
the Bible which lay on the altar. 

It was so eye-catching that as 
time went on more and more 
people spent money on buying 
opals instead of giving it to the 


church, so the clergy of Rheims ~ 


decided to go to the cathedral at 
dead of night and with a ham- 
mer break the wonderful—but 
brittle—opal in the Bible into a 
thousand fragments. The clergy 
explained to the congregation 
later that the opal “had been 
struck by a thunderbolt” because 
of the |people’s wrongdoing in 
spending their money on these 
stones. As a result the opal was

Those Private Eyes 
Had To Back Down 


As the world’s largest detec- 
tive agency, William J. Burns In- 
ternational (12,000 employes) 
prides itself on its ability to 
serve up a sleuth for every oc- 
casion. In the pdst, it has sup 
plied private-eye musicians for 
symphony orchestras, aristocrat- 
ic-looking gumshoes for fancy 
balls, a small army of “industrial 
espionage” operatives, and even 
« bandanna - kerchiefed railroad 
engineer. 


The steady expansion of Burns’ 
undercover activities came a 
cropper last month, though, when 
the agency ran up against the 
American Association of Uniyer- 
sity Professors. The controversy 
started when a letter bearing the 
agency's letterhead went out 
from Burns’ Houston office in 
January, addressed to six college 
presidents in Texas. “Many col- 
leges and universities have found 
that our services can be very 
beneficial and informative,” it 
began. “The same system which 
has saved countless dollars in 
business can be used in your in- 
stitution to give you an inside, 
on-the-scene report concerning 
any practices detrimental to the 
institution’s character and repu- 
tation. 


“Teaching practices can be 
viewed with information [rom a 
‘student’ who is trained to re 
port objectively on what he or 
she sees or hears from the class- 
room. Almost each department 
has its controversial faculty 
member. These departments in- 
variably aye: Religion, philoso- 
hy, psychology, English (litera- 
ure), biology, history, govern- 
ment, journalism, speech, and 
drama.” 


“A ‘student’ trained in his du- 
ties as a Burns Operative can 


enroll .. . obtain his class sched- 
ule . . . attend class and send 
daily, confidential réports to the 
Agency. . . . After the necessary 


body of fact and information is 
developed, corrective steps can 
be made quickly, quietly, and 
efficiently. 

“Burns operatives.can also be 
inconspicuously placed in posi- 
tions of kitchen help, laborers, 
cashiers, office help, janitors, in 
any field where a security prob- 
lem might exist...” 


When the letter was brought 
to the attention of the American 
Association of University Profes- 
sors, that group vigorously ob 
jected to Burns headquarters in 
New York. The offer, they fum- 
ed, was “entirely inconsistent 


_ with every concept of academic 


freedom and academic due pro- 
cess, which represent the hall- 
marks and the foundation of the 
whole system of higher educa- 
tion.” 


Burns quickly apologized. It 
was all a case of “misguided 
sales enthusiasm to get new busi- 
ness” by one operative in the 
Houston office, said Burns. The 
letter had been retracted and 
the operative responsible “kicked 
in the pants.” 

While it has often provided 
guard services for colleges, said 
Burns, “it has never been called 
upon to investigate any activity 
of college professors.” From now 
on, the agency promised, such ac- 
tivity would goon its taboo list 


‘ along with divorce and anti-labor 


investigation. 

Though the agency repudiated 
its letter, the very concept of 
academic espionage left educat- 
ors outraged. Their feeling could 
be summed up in the one-word 
reaction of president Virgi' Han- 
cher of the State University of 
Iowa: “Despicable.”

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ABOUT INDIA 
BY AN INDIAN 
Contributed by Mrs. Jairath 

Ever since we came here, nearly 
two years ago, the people around us 
have evinced a ‘keen interest in the 
country from which we have come. 
Even today I am frequently asked to 
speak on India, and the interest and 
warmth invariably shown me is more 
than kindness and courtesy. It is vital, 
and I do indeed feel that my neigh- 
bours are interested, not just because 
my fortunes have set me down here 
in their midst, but that they find it 
important to get near to the East. It 
is of course part of the great univer- 
sal realization that the East cannot be 
ignored in World affairs. Here in 
Canada, this realization has a mission- 
ary tinge, if I may be premitted the 
expression, an attitude of great good- 
will, ahd since I am to hand, and 
willing, I am called upon to tell the 
little | know about my former Mother- 
land. 

Much has been written on political 
trends, great leaders, Democracy in 
the East, and so on. This has been 
interesting, as all world news is today. 
But the people I meet everyday want 
to know how people like me live and 
move and have their being. Most in- 
formation comes through missionaries, 
and missionary publications. Mission- 
aries are the salt of the earth. Their 
goodwill reaches our hearts, but they 
do not always’ understand us. They 
must often feel baffled at our con- 
trariness. The fact is; there is a vast 
mass of tradition that lies heavy on 
the simplest peasant. He is hardly 
aware of it, it is so much a part of 
him. He is not willing to shake it 
off, for it has carried him through 
much adversity. Most Westerners are 
unaware of the just power of these 
Moreover, almost all of 
them see India through Occidental 
eyes, and often do not understand the 
significance of many Eastern cere- 
monies. I was struck by this when I 
spoke once on Indian marriage cus- 
toms which seem so good and reason- 
able to us. Govt. of India pamphlets 
generally, deal with national pro- 
grammes; and are at a level at which 
they seem dry to the average person. 
Everyone wants the personal touch, 
and when we new immigrants move 
around and talk, perhaps we make the 
spirit of India a little more creditable. 
It is a spirit we shall perforce 
be adding to yours, and we are glad 
to bring it. We believe it to be good 
though we are not always worthy of 


it; and we feel it is just a little of | 


what we would like to give to a 

country that gives so much to us. 
How do we live? We live in houses 

made of mud brick stone or concrete, 


and.we use cement in the construction | 


of these. Some of our houses have 
been standing for over a century, and 
our ancient forts and palaces still look 
wonderful. Our forts were citadels in 
a populous land so naturally they are 
extensive, with thick high walls, In

the hills we use wood for our homes. 
‘There is very rarely any central heat- 
ing as we do not have the oil, wood 
or coal to spare for this. In Northern 
India and the hills we light fires for 
warmth. This is unequal heat and we 
are frequently cold in a much milder 
winter than yours, but we do not have 
the samie fire risk. I often marvel at 
Canadian ingenuity that has made 
such a luxurious and comfortable life 
in this bitter and often bleak latitude. 


In Quetta, which used to be one of the 


most northwesterly stations of the 


‘Indian Empire before 1947, I have 


seen Pathan women wearing little 
clay bowls suspended from their necks 
and resting at their waists or 
wherever they needed warmth. They 
were rather like clay censers, and 
contained warm coals bedded in ash. 
This was a common practice in 1946, 
and probably still is. To return to our 
homes: If we are very humble folk, 
or if we have to keep watch in the 
fields at harvest time, we construct 
small clay and wood huts, which are 
cool in the blistering day and cosy at 
night. df then it is too hot, we can 
sleep outside as all North Indians do 
in'the long summer. (Most houses in 
North/India have flat roofs, and if 
privacy is required you sleep on this 


qualities. It is much nicer than water 
cooled in a refrigerator. Then again, 


the potter makes low widemouthed | 


“chattis’” in which the best curries 
are cooked, and milk, which must 
always be boiled, tastes better if this 


‘is done in an earthen vessel. 


All these utensils are easily broken, 
but also easily replaced and keep a 
colony in work. To the potter all his 
creations are primarily useful. If 
they were not fairly vital to his vil- 
lage he could not live.. But, like alt 
who work in clay, he seeks to mould 
as beautifully as he can, and as he 
has been at it since early childhood; 
he works fast and well. He may paint 
land decorate a special chatti. Then it 
costs a little more but it is still a 
thing to be used. He may adorn the 
clay bowl of a favourite hookah, the 
long lazy-looking pipe old villagers 
like to browse with. 

Recently, with the advent of foreign 
influence, more sophisticated pot- 
teries have been turning out purely 
ornamental ware, and table ceramics 
like dinner and tea sets. The original 
drinking vessel throughout India was 
made of brass, copper, gunmetal, 
silver or gold. The original Indian 
dinner service was a big metal plate 
called a thal, on which were placed 
several small metal bowls called colis. 
Where people are very poor they use 


plates made of leaves sewn together , 


iwith wee wood slivers. These are to 
be thrown away aftef the meal. Pot- 
tery in which refreshments were sold 
was as a rule baked. but unglazed and 
Ito be destroyed immediately after use. 
'It was a fairly common practice for 
the private vendor at railway stations 
'to sell hot milk, coffee, tea and“éven 
malai courfi (a rich Indian icecream) 
‘in small unglazed cups to be thrown 
down and smashed when emptied. 
There, a rail journey may take days,

vice is often too expensive for our 
| passengers who are glad to buy from

He makes long-neckéd 
vessels called serahis or coojars, to 
hold and cool drinking water. They 
‘are filled and set out under a tree to 
|eatch the breeze. The tree is prefer- 
lably a neem which has medicinal 
‘properties, or if it is South India, a 
(taniariha tree whose great branches 
' stand hixh from the ground. Both 
‘trees have a peculiarly cool and re- 
freshing green shade, and the water

sweets or spicy curry at street cor- 
‘ners to be eaten then and there and 
the cups destroyed at once, and if 
“you go to the lovely lawns near India 
‘gate on a Sunday afternoon, when 
| Delhi pours itself out in holiday mood, 
you can buy your lunch, hot and 
‘fresh, served in your own special cup, 
which no one has used or will ever 
use after you. 

If you go to India today, and ask to 
see good ‘Indian pottery, you will be 
shown fine Gwalior, Bengal and Mad- 
ras ceramics. These are in the love- 
liest colours. I believe they use vege- 
table dyes among others, and this 
kind of colour Indian painters used 
centuries ago. You will find high 
grade teasets, and lovely flower pots 
and vases, but pottery tableware is 
something more recent and has been 
cultivated because we Indians find it 
pleasant and very attractive.

Lord Chief Justice Hugh Lister 
Parker — normally a mild-man- 
nered man — had fire in his 
eyes. Rising from 
benches in the House of Lords’ 
one evening recently, he looked 
across at the Lord Chancellor, 
Lord Kilmuir, who was wearing 
a black tail-coat, knee-length 
silk hose, and buckled shoes. In 
exactly 90 seconds the Lord 
Chief Justice made it clear that 
in his opinion — the weightiest 
in all British law circles — the

, What riled Justice Parker was 
the government's opposition to 
“beating a boy with a birch,” 
Appalled by the juvenile crimes 
of violence in Britain, Lord Fer- 
rers had offered an amendment 
to the 1960 Criminal Justice Bill 
permitting magistrates to order 
the cane for second offenders up 
to the age of 17. But the govern- 
ment opposed the amendment on 
the ground that young criminals 
oan be more effectively dealt 
with at psychiatric training cen- 
tres. “How squeamish,” growled 
the Lord Chief Justice. 

His face reddening under his 
wig, Lord Kilmuir snapped back 
that the government’s policy was 
a sourd one, based on detailed 
studies. “Is it to go out from 
the House of Lords,” he asked, 
“that our young people require 
a punishment which ‘no other 
European country believes 
should be given to young people? 
That would be an astounding de- 
cision.” 

Those opposing him recalled 
that canings hadn’t shattered 
their young lives. “Father used 
to boast about the number of 
times he had been beaten at 
Eton,” Lord Raglan recalled. 
“But it was obvious the punish- 
ment was not a deterrent or fa- 
ther would not have kept coming 
\back for it.” Lord Ferrers gave 

ets and figures: In 1938, he 
said, there were only 2,721 
crimes of violence in Britain; in 
1949 (after the abolishment of 
corporal punishment) there were 
5,235. By 1959 the figures had 
risen to 13,876. “Terrifying.” his 
lordship said. 

The majority, however, agreed 
by 88 to 31 that return to cor- 
poral punishment would “set 
Britain back 100 years.” As Lord 
Stoneham put it: “You can't 
improve people’s minds by bang- 
ing their bottoms.”

They suggest, for instance, that 
the Shepard flight was really a 
failure because the United States 
astronaut did not go into orbit, 
They inquire about racial segre- 
gation. They point out that their 
income tax is scheduled for abo- 
lition — although it is not a 
major revenue source anyhow, 


Finally, they exude an over- 
powering confidence in the even- 
tual success of their system over 
democracy. So strong and calcu- 
lated is their optimism that one 


literally has to guard against ac- — 


cepting this constant smiling sug- 
gestion of their ultimate victory 
— and of democracy’s eventual 
ruin. 


However, they cannot hide 
from any open-eyed tourist cer- 
tain gargantuan shortcomings of 
their own system — shortages, 
wasted effort, regimentation, pri- 
mitiveness, the sacrifice of many 
ordinary freedoms. Some observ- 
ers consider it a miracle that 
the Soviet Union has held to- 
gether this long. 


Yet it has, Mrs. Jones It is 
all there, both better and worse 
than you miight expect. Ard the 
Soviets seem to be working 
harder to beat the West than the 
West is to keep ahéad of them. 
You might give Mr, Jones and 
the neighbors a reminder about 
that.

Did Lizzie Borden 
Really Use That Axe? 


folklore, Lizzie Borden occupies 
as firm a pedestal as Davy Croc- 
kett, although’ her credentials 
derive from the world’s most 
famous hatchet job. The legend 
of Lizzie goes back to Fall River, 
Mass., and a sweltering August 
morning in 1892. A thirtyish 
spinster then with a reputedly 
sour disposition, Lizzie is sdp- 
posed to have slipped into the 
room where her stepmother was 
making a bed and cut her down 
with an ax. For the next hour 
and a half, Lizzie ironed and 
sewed while she waited for her 
skinflint father to return from 
‘a\downtown tour of his feal- 
estate properties.

Cartoon Movies 
Show Signs Of Life 


KM appeared last month that 
the rigor mortis that has been 
setting in with the movie car- 
toon short was really only a 
temporary state of suspended 
animation. 

In 1958, the number of such 
shorts made annually had 
shrunk in ten years from almost 


‘200 to 50, This year, New York 


and Hollywood cartoonists will 
probably turn out 95. Walt Dis- 
ney, who abandoned Donald 
Duck and Goofy in 1958, is 
bringing them back for three 
shorts this year. M-G-M, which 
destroyed its Tom and Jerry- 
built cartoon empire in 1957 by 
sacking Jerry's creators, William 
Hanna and Joseph Barbera, has 
revived the cat and mouse and 
turned them over to William 
Snyder, creator of the Oscar- 
winning Munro. Snyder will 
make thirteen in the series, plus 
ten cartoons based on the works 
of such as Ludwig Bemelmans 
and Crockett Johnson. Hanna- 
Barbera themselves, who have 
grown rich and famous on their 
Yogi Bear and Huckleberry 
Hound television cartoons are 
again taking up serious movie 
cartooning, with twelve shorts 
about the do-good wolf Loopy 
de Loop. Walter Lantz, creator 
of Woody Woodpecker, is plan- 
ning nineteen shorts. Warner 
Brothers (Bugs Bunny, Tweety) 
will have twenty, and Format 
Inc., a new outfit, will make ten 
science-fiction cartoons based on 
Ray Bradbury stories. 


The cartoon doldrums set in 
when costs soared and the prices 
distributors were willing to pay 
did not. But the public complain- 
ed. Now producers have found 
new ‘ways to keep costs down. 
All Snyder’s cartoons are dream- 
ed up in New York, for example, 
but drawn in Europe, where 
artists come cheaper. Hanna- 
Barbera severely limit their ani- 
mation, and therefore the num- 


ber of drawings required. Lastly, . 


the standard length of cartoons 
has been cut from eight minutes 
to six. 


To old-liners like Walter Lantz, 
who began cartooning in 1916, 
all this is saddening. “The cost 
has become so high that it is all 
but impossible to get your in- 
vestment back in less than four 
or five years,” Lantz complained 
recently in his sedate Hollywood 
office. 

"The characters we used to put 
in the movie cartoons lived and 
breathed like human _ beings. 
These TV cartoons have so much 
mouth action and so little body 
action. They simply are not of 
the same quality. What you have 
today, even in many movies, is 
very little motion with a good 
radio script, lots of dialogue.” 

However, Joe Barbera, who 
got into cartooning from account- 
ing some 25 years ago, is con- 
vinced that minimal motion is 
here to stay, and he’s happy 
about it. “What Lantz says we 
can’t do, we’re doing,” he said in 
the chaos of his own hyperactive 
office. “You can still turn car- 
toons out for the same cost as in 
the old days. Today, you cut out 
every gesture you can, and the 
cost comes down. You have to 
give people good entertainment,

good stories, and good dialogue. 
All that motion is passé. What 
we're back to is the’ original cun- 
cept of the cartoon, to satirize 
people, their walk, their general 
appearance.

He Gambled High | 
_And Now He’s Gone ! 


Shrewd and courageous, with 
an intuitive sense of timing—a 
throwback, in fact, to the likes 
ef Bet-a-Milion Gates—specula- 
tor Bernard E. Smith reacted in- 
stantly to news of the stock-mar- 
ket crash in 1929. “Sell ’em, sell 
everything,” he stormed to his 
broker, and “sell ‘em” he ‘did, 
even as the market rallied, then 
faltered, then fell, then plunged 
through the floor. Within the 
space of a year, he had cleared 
a rumored $10 million in short- 
selling operations, aroused the 
wrath of then-President Herbert 
Hoover, earned a reputation as 
No. 1 bear operator of all time, 
and. laid claim eternally to the 
title of “Sell-’em-Ben” Smith. 

It was a title—indeed, an epi- 
thet—that Smith never relished, 
for the image it depicted was 
that of the ruthless trader, bent 
not on building but destroying, 
asking no mercy and giving none. 
And for all the truth of the in- 
dictment, “Sell-’em-Ben” was 
just one of an endless variety of 
‘roles, albeit the most notorious, 
that Smith played in a career 
that carried Rim from the gut- 
ters of New York to the pinnacle 
of international finance. 

The son of Irish immigrants, he 
quit school at 12 after the death 
of his father, got his first job as 
ma $3-a-week errand boy, later 
advanced to quotation clerk for 
a Wall Street brokerage at $9 a 
week. Acting on tips from cus- 
tomers, he had built an original 
investment of $100 into $35,000 
he was 15; by 16, he was broke 
again, wiped out in the panic of 
1903. He bounced back, built up 
another nest egg of $15,000, fell 
flat on his face once more, and 
bounced out of the market com- 
pletely for the next decade. In 
the interim, he worked as a cop- 
per-mine mucker, a wartime 
ambulance driver, a super auto 
salesman (he once sold $60,000 
worth of cars in a single week), 


and distributor for a big tire 
manufacturer, 
By 1924, however, he was 


ready to try the market again. 
In two more years, he had $150,- 
“900, enough to purchase a seat 
on the New York Stock Ex- 
ehange, plus the personal back- 
ing of financier Percy A. Rocke- 
feller, nephew of John D. Rocke- 
feller and an old friend. Lke 
everyone else, Smith rode the 
bull market until 1927, when he 
sold short and lost another for- 
tune. But he made good his come- 
back just in time to cash in on 
the crash. (One of those he drove 
to the wall was his father-in- 
law, prime backer ‘of the J. I. 
Case Threshing Co., whom he 
sent a gift reportedly worth $1 
million.) 

After President Hoover ascrib- 
ed the collapse to the malevo- 
lence of speculators, Smith was 
called before a Congressional] in- 
quiry as the most belligerent 
bear in the market. “You are 
known as a big bear raider, 

‘ aren’t you?” began the inquisi- 

tion. “Nobody ever called me 
that to my face,” blustered 
Smith. It was like that all the 
rest of the way—a standoff. 

In any case, Smith subsequent- 
ly backed. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
for the Presidency, and on the 
day that Roosevelt was inaugur- 
ated, he stopped selling short. 
Two years later, he left the coun- 
try, set up trading headquarters 
in London (although he continu- 
ed to live in Bedford Village, 
N.Y.), and became an uncom- 
promising bull for life. 

Last’ month, "Sellen Ben" 
Smith, 73, died in a Houston hos- 
pital from complications arising 
after a heart operation. At the 
time of his death, the bulk of 
ihe “considerable” assets of the 
great speculator were invested 
solidly in U.S, Steel and Inter- 
national Nickel.

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Jury Service 
And Its Importance 


Want to be a king for a day, 
a week, a month? Want to have 
the last word? Want to be known 
as a man of good character and 
sound judgment? 

Who wouldn’t jump at 
prospect? 

But just tell a person he’s 
called up for jury duty and see 


the 


how fast he starts looking 
around for excuses. 
Why? 


In the opinion of a distinguish- 
ed Massachusetts jurist, Judge 
Felix Forte of the Superior 
Court, it’s because too many peo- 
ple just don’t appreciate what 
jury duty is all about. 

They have, he says, little con- 
ception of the power of a jury, 
of the utter finality of its ver- 
dict, or that jury duty, in his 
words, is the very “foundation 
of our American Republic.” 

Yet, he says, “No higher form 
of public service is known, none 
demanding more conscientious 
devotion to duty, or more abso- 
lute disregard of all considera- 
tions except that of doing fw 
tice according to law, than the 
work of a judge or a juror.” 

When Judge Forte faces a jury 
of 12 persons, as he has been 
doing now for 22 years, he tells 
them that the juror “must drive 
from his thought every consid- 
eration of race, color, religious or 
affiliation, friendship, 
\sympathy or liking or dislike of 
parties or counsel. 

“He must not be affected by 
the wealth or poverty of .parties, 
or by their position in the com- 
munity.” And any juror who 
shows such favor, he tells them, 
is “unfit to be either judge o« 
juror.” 

But the plain fact is, says 
Judge Forte, that “too many 
qualified, capable citizens who 
should serve on juries seek to 
be excused.” 


‘He has the figures to back up 
his contention. 

As judge of the $1,219,000 
Brink's trial — biggest cash 
robbery in American history — 
he summoned 2,000 jurors. Of 
these, 524 were challenged by 
either prosecution or defense. 

“To get 14 jurors,” he says, “I 
examined 1,700 persons.” 

Sometimes when asking to be 
excused, & person will even 
feign deafness. When that hap- 
pens, Judge, Forte says he just 
drops his voice. very low and 
says soonething like, “Your wife 
must have tokd you to say that.” 

lf the man’s hearing is actu- 
ally acute, he wiil blurt out, 
“Qh, no, she didn’t, your hon- 
our!” 

Sate law provides a list, fan- 
tastic in length, of persons who 
may be excused if they so re- 
quest. It begins with physicians, 
ministers and teachers and runs 
to railroad conductors.and light- 
house keepers. 

The greatest apathy, Judge 
Forte says he finds, among 
those who balk at the financial 
sacrifice, writes Emilie Tevel in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

He calls jury service the citi- 
ven'’s most important duty in 
peacetime. “It's justice in the 
making,” he says.

“He becomes part and parcel 
of the official administration of 
justice,” says the judge. “He 
gains an appreciation of our 
form of government which—»« 
ean get In no other way.” 

He learns that although a 
judge’s verdict is subject to re- 
vision and correction by his 
superior judges, the verdict of 
the jury is final. 

In a criminal case, if the jury 
says “not guilty,” the accused 
can never be tried again — no, 
not even if the accused. later 
admits that he fooled the whole 
jury and actually did commit 
the crime. 

Wf a “guilty” verdict is “un- 
conscionably egeinst the weight 
of evidence,” a judge may order 
a new trial before another jury, 
but he cannot order a verdict. 

The Anglo-American jury sys- 
tem is not without its flaws 
and its critidés, Even such enthu- 
siasts as Judge Forte admit that 
it is slow, time-consuming, ex- 
pensive ($500 a day), and waste- 
ful of jurors’ time as they wait 
in the jury room to be called. 

Nevertheless, the more experi- 
ence he has with juries, he says, 
the more he admires the system. 

From the Lfe.experience of a 


cross section of citizens from 
all walks of life, he claims, 
comes forth verdicts which 


“some nearer the truth than any 
system I know.” 

“All the law, all the witnesses, 
our constitutional guarantees, 
due process of law, life, liberty 
and property — all go for 
naught,” says Judge Forte, “if 
jurors fail to follow their con- 
science in doing their duty.” 

When citizens realize the m- 


‘preme importance of this work, 


he says, they will quit shirking 
their duty when the jury call 
comes.

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He Cut Ingrid 
Down To Size 


“I know it will sound odd,” 
said the pretty Swedish girl. 
“But, Doctor, can you make me 
about 4 inches shorter?” 

When she walked into the of- 
fice of surgeon Lars Unander- 
Scharin in Harnosand, Sweden, 
back in 1959 and made this bi- 
zarre request, 16-year-old Ingrid 
Westman was 6-feet l-inch tall 
and utterly miserable because 
she “felt like a big bear’ among 
her smaller classmates. Today, 
however, after having undergone 
two of the most coritroversial 
operations in Swedish medical 
history. Ingrid is 2 (not 4) inches 
shorter. And while a couple of 
inches might not seem like much, 
she is happier than she has ever 


been before. : 


The unique operation was per- 
formed last summer when Dr. 
Unander-Scharin cut 2 inches 
(more he thought would have 
made Ingrid “disproportionate”) 
from the upper thigh bone in her 
left leg and joined the pieces 
with a’ silver plate. Six weeks 
later: he ‘did the same thing to 
her right. leg. The muscles were 
left untoyched and gradually 
adjusted by themselves. When 
the story of the case was pub- 
lished in the Swedish press, the 
medical controversy began. The 
dispute was still simmering last 
week. 

“Young people often experi- 
ence difficulty in accepting 
themselves as they are,” said Di 
Elsa-Brita Nordlund, a promi- 
nent Stockholm plastic surgeon. 
“However, this is a transitory 
stage.’ Dr. Arthur Engel,’ chief 
of the Royal Medica] Board, 


- which has authority, over all of 


Sweden's 6,602 physicians, in- 
sisted that “a doctor must not 
act according to a patient’s re- 
quest, but must be motivated by 
his own experiénce.” . 

In his own defense, the 43- 
year-old chief surgeon at the 
the Crippled in 
Harnosand (a lumber. port in 
northern Sweden) points out that 
he deliberately waited two years 
before performing the operation 
to see whether Ingrid would 
change her mind. But even Dr. 
Unander-Scharin is having sec- 
ond thoughts. “It was a danger- 
ous operation and I hope I will 
never have to perform another 
like it,” he said. 

Ingrid, herself, is undisturbed 
by the flurry of controversy. 
Back home in the small northern

‘Having Lunch At 
The White House 


Newspaper women may be 
blasé about a lot of things, but 
not about going to the White 
House! 

An invitation to lunch with 
the First Lady sent excitement 
through the whole feminine press 
corps recently. 


There was the usual feminine 


‘comment on “what to wear,” 
how to reply to the invitation, 
and so on. “Never use a ball 
point pen,” advised one purist— 
the implication. being that this 
would be as gauche as using a 
pencil. 

Almost at the last minute, a 
rumor swept through the Press 
Building that “the girls aren’t 
going to wear hats!” There was 
consternation until it became 
evident that the rumor stemmed 
from a small contingent averse 
to mussing their hair-do, most of 
whom don’t wear hats anyway. 

One newspaper woman sport- 
ing a bright flowered number 
confessed she had bought it 
“about half an hour ago.” 


There is a special aura about 
the White House. 
define. It is/not so much what 
one sees there but the way one 
feels about it. 


My first visit to the White 
House was during the war when 
I arrived in Washington in time 
to attend some of Mrs, Roose- 
velt’s last press conferences there. 
We congregated upstairs in the 
now off-limit family rooms. 


One has a feeling of awe on 
entering the White House for the 
first time. It is am emotion pe- 
culiar to Americans, I suppose. I 
don’t know that I agree with Mrs. 
Sopaoiged that the White House 
has a “cold” appearance. 


She saw it first as an 1l-year- 
old when she was taken there by 
her mother. She recalls ‘it as 
seeming austere and lacking in 
warmth. That is why she is try- 
ing to make it seem more “home- 
like” now to the thousands of 
school children who tour the 
downstairs public rooms. 


In “a recent television Iinter- 
view she spoke of her effort to 
make certain that there are 

‘flowers on the tables &nd fires 
butning in the fireplaces in the 
winter. 

Through her new Fine Arts 
Commission, the First Lady is 
hoping to recover for the White 
House “more pieces of beautiful 
furniture that belonged to all 
the Presidents.” 

The White House has very little 
antique furniture now. Most of 
its original furnishings were 
burned in the War of 1812. La- 
ter, Presidents who came and 
went disposed of the furniture as 
they liked. Some of it was even 
auctioned off in Lafayette 


Square, across from the White 
House 
‘Chairman of Mrs. Kennedy's 


commission is Henry B. du Pont, 
director of the Winterthur Cor- 
poration. . Winterthur ts the 
famed du Pont museum in Wil- 
mington of fine American furni- 
ture and decorative objects of 
the 1640 to 1840 period 

“Anyone who has seen Winter- 
thur will kow that we are ser!- 
ous in what we hope to do,” 
Mrs. Kennedy stated during the 
television interview 


*We don’t really want to re- 
strict it to any special period 
because thia house can't be a 


rigid museum Everyone who 
has lived in it ts a part of it. We 
just want to’get the best things”

Years 
ago I heard a lecture in which 
the speaker said — #If you earn 
95 cents and spend a dollar 
you're in trouble.” That is as 
true today as it was then, and 
always will be.

A Great Game Fish 
— The Pike ! 


Even with the lighter lines 


generally used today, chances ' 


are that you can get a pike up 
to your boat pretty easily, You 
may think that the old timers’ 
contempt for him as @ fighter 
was fully justified. But when 
you reach for your net, he will 
probably whirl like greased 
lightning and be gone almost in- 
stantly — perhaps straight under 
your boat and off on the other 
side. 


One of his favorite tricks is to’ 


swim quite slowly, as though he 
couldn’t go any faster — as if 
he were tiring. Just when you're 
getting used to this, think he’ll 
soon be coming up to the boat 
again, exhausted this time — in- 
stantly, jet propelled, he’s off 
again. And who can tell in what 
direction. 


So, for those who think I’ve 
exaggerated his fighting quali- 
ties should try fishing for him 
early in the season — OTF, much 
better, to find him at his fight- 
ing best, after some ‘Trost in the 
fall. Then, before they get 
through with him — rather, be- 
fore he gets through with them 
— they’ll be ready to agree that 
I haven’t overrated him one bit, 

What tackle is suited for larg- 
er pike? Where they're most 
generally found, around dense 
weeds or snags, the usual fresh-

water spinning tackle, with 
about six-pound line, certainly 
isn’t — it would mean. losing 


almost all the good ones, land- 
ing only the smallest. If you 
want to use spinning tackle, it 
should be the heavier salt-water 
type. But most veteran pike an- 


glers seem to prefer casting 
tackle, a regular casting reel 
such as is used for bass will 
handle heavy line’ though of 
course it won't cast as well as 
\ with lighter line. 

\ Where you generally — find 


them, if they run a good size, 
you'll need a line of 15-pound 
test. If you think you may con- 
nect with a really big one; make 
it 20 pounds. If you happen to 
hook onto a real monster, even 
this will be too light — but 
don’t spoil your sport by using 
too heavy a line,

given time. Two or three good 
lures will practically alweys get 
you as many as if you had a 
hundred. They go for shiny 
spoons much more than do bass; 


a spoon is best most of the time. 


But it doesn’t seem to make too 
much difference what type !l is, 
wobbling or spinning, as long as 
it is some standard one with 
good action. 

Invariably, I think, you'll get 
the most strikes from spoons by 
using a pork rind on the nook. 
I use a regular length, split- 
tail bass strip. But with ‘this 
arrangement, you may get short 
strikes — the. fish grabbing the 
rind and ‘only running with it. 
Still, there are times wher 4 
plug will get more than a spoon. 
Any type of plug that’s good’ 
for bass is also good for pike. 
But, for large ones, the plug 
should be considerably bigger 
than for bass — your regular 
bass-sized -plug will get some, 
but the bigger one will get more. 

There are. times, especially to- 
ward evening, when the best 
lure of all for pike is a surface 
plug — and of course it’s much 
the most thrilling to use for 
them, when they'll take it well. 

Where are the best spots to 
look for pike? In spring, you'll 
probably find most pike pretty 
well back in. large, dense weed 
beds. Or, if you don’t like fish- 
ing in dense weeds (I don't), 
keep your boat outside, and cast 
right to the edge of the weeds. 
Trolling just. outside the eage 
should do well too, especially if 
there’s a sharp drop-off there 
to deep water. 

In summer, trolling ‘artaer 
out in a similar place is a good 
bet. And always try well around 
the ends of long, narrow points 
of land — for some reason, they 
seem to like such points. In some 
places, especially in parts of 
Canada, you'l] find reefs~well 
out in a lake — low, rocky sun- 
ken islands. Trolling in deep 
water around these is likely to 
get you a strike. 

In late fall, the big ones seem 
to travel constantly and feed 
savagely. You may find them al- 
most anywhere. I usually keep 
trolling offshore in what I guess 
to be about eight feet of water. 
I generally get plenty of action

from the earth, the Africans 
would still have struggled as 
they did for independence, the 
Laotians would have quarreled, 
the Cubans would have had their 
revolution. 

The revolution of our times, 
in so far as-anything so vast and 
complicated can be pinpointed, is 
a demand by the people of the 
earth for a better life, for what 
many would call social justice. 
Men and women want land to 
till or jobs in the cities, schools 
for their children and hospitals

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Miracle Of Spontaneous Regress'cn 
Studied In Search For Cancer Cure 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: This is the 
second of a four-part series on 
“The Fourth Front Against Can- 
cer.”

CHICAGO, Ill. — (NEA) —~ A 
few doctors have witnessed and 
reported the most awesome and 
mysterious event in medical 
practice—&a spontaneous regres- 
sion of cancer. 

In spontaneous regression, 4 
patient with cancer, which some-

times has spread beyond ‘medi- 


cine’s ability to cure or control 
it, suddenly will become comple- 
tely well. All evidence of cancer 
will disappear. The patient may 
live. many years without recur- 
rence of the cancer and die of 
an -entirely unrelated cause. 
Most, however, have a recur- 
rence after months or years of 
good health. 

Dr. Tilden C. Everson and 1 
have spent five years stidying 
the world medical literature, 
corresponding with scientists and 
doctors and reviewing the slides 
to make certain each case was 
indeed cancer. 

We have verified to our sat- 
isfaction 119 cases of spontane- 
ous regression since the year 
1900. . Considering the millions 
who have died of cancer during 
that time, 119 cases are not very 
many. 

No patient should depend on 
er hope for spontaneous regres- 
mion to cure his cancer. 

Nevertheless, that this pre- 
nomenon—or miracle, if you will 
takes place at all persuades us 
that new and effective methods 
ef curing cancer are possible. 
Perhaps all we have to do is find 

} how nature did it in these 
19 cases, 

The. most frequent spontaneous 
regressions occur in nerve tissue 
tumors called neuroblastoma. 
Next to leukemia, this is the 
commonest kirid of cancer in 
youngsters. If children can live 
with these tumors 14 months or 
longer, they stand almost a one- 
in-three chance of having a spon- 
taneous regression. It may be 
that the hormone changes of 
early childhood enhance resis- 
fance. , 

The most common spontaneous 
regressions in adults occur in 
cancers of the kidney, of the 
chorion (a bit of the fetal cov- 


- ering which is left in the womb 


following delivery) and in mela- 
noma, or “black cancer,” of the 
skin and other tissues. 
Spontaneous remissions are 
also recorded for cancers of the 
breast, bladder, bone, uterus, col- 
on, rectum, stomach, ovary, 
lymphatic tissue, thyroid, lung 
and a few other sites. : 
Sometimes, following removal 
or even partial removal of the 
original tumor, cancer colonies 
throughout the body disappear. 
It is as though the original 
tumor produces something which 
ties the hands of the body’s im- 
munity machinery. Or as though 
the body’s defenses against the 
rapidly growing cancer are over- 
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whelmed until the original tu-~ 


mor is done away with.

In some cases, the cancer dis- 
appears following cn acute infec- 
tion which in some manner mob- 
jlizes all the body's natural de- 
fenses. 


On the basis of these observa-.— 


tions, we felt that if the body's 
defenses could be heiped along 
by artificial means, they might 
be able to overcome cancer. 

We undertook an experiment 
in which half the advanced 
breast cancer patients, randomly 
selected, were given convention- 
al surgery, while the other half 
were given conventional surgery 
plus a cancer-killing drug, nitr- 


ogen mustard, during and fol- 


_ lowing their operation. 


Now, five years after starting 


. the procedure, we find that less 


than half as many patients have 
died in the group given surgery 
plus the drug as in the group of 
patients who were given surgery 
only. It may be that surgery 
and drugs get rid of most of the 
cancer; and the body's defenses 
are able to do the rest of the job. 

We do not know yet how 
many more patients actually 
have been cured by this method 
than by surgery alone. 

Even better results have been 
achieved on breast cancer using 
surgery plus another drug called 
TSPA or Thio-Tepa. A report at 
last year’s annual meeting of the 
American College of Surgeons 
said: 

“At present there is a strong 
indication that ... Thio-Tepa 
significantly decreases the prob- 
ability of recurrence. Of the pre- 
menopausal patients who had re- 
ceived this therapy, 95 per cent 
showed no recurrence 26 months 
postoperatively, compared with 
46 per cent for the controls. 
Cancer-free rates for postmen- 
nopausal patients are 89 per cent 
for those receiving the drug, 
compared with 66 per cent for 
the controls.” 

lf these results continue to 
the combination of 
drugs plus surgery may reduce 
substantially the number of wo- 
men (now about 23,000 a year in 

United States) who die of 
ast cancer. 

Comparable results have not 
been achieved so far in cancers 
of any other site. 

Back around the turn of the 
eentury, Dr. W. B. Coley report- 
ed that a sizableynumber of can- 
cer patients who developed ery- 
sipelas (a severe and dangerous 
inflammetory infection) had 
shown dramatic spontaneous re- 
missions of their cancers. 

Erysipelas is almost extinct in 
the United States. But for many 
years scientists have been isolat- 
ing various toxic fractions of 
bacteria and testing them for 
anti-cancer effect on laboratory 
animals. 

In one laboratory, one bacteri- 
al toxin has cured about one- 
third of mice with transplanted 
cancers. But curative doses have 
to be high, and for every mouse 
cured another mouse dies of 
drug toxicity. 

Bacterial toxins during the 
last decade have been used cau- 
tiously on a few cancer patients. 
They do not cure human cancer. 
In a few cases they have given 
assing remission. Strong doses 
are ‘risky. 

Scientists have tried—and so 
far in vain—to separate the poi- 
sonous components from the 
therapeutic parts of the toxins. 
Perhaps the toxic and the ther- 
apeutic fractions are the same. 

Nevertheless, in a growing 
number of research centers, 
scientists are seeking to learn 
the secrets of spontaneous remis~- 
sion. When they reduce to lab- 


oratory and clinical procedures - 


the presently mysterious me- 
chanisms of this miracle, cancer 
will lose some of its dreadful 
power.

clover, it was thick and as yel- 
low as gold, When the 
fodder was hay from the fra- 
grant haymow, the cream she 
whipped up was as white as the 
snow in a new snowdrilt.

a fleecy, white cloud against a 
blue sky, and was thick enough 
to cut with a knife, writes Melba 
Baehr in the Christian Science

Before the change, New Year 
merry-making ended ‘with a 
bumper feast on April Ist. On 
that day gifts were exchanged. 
+ When January lst became New 
Year's Day the French were 


. loath to lose thejr April, festival, 


so a mock feast was held on the 
first day of that month, Joke 
gifts were exchanged. 


To-day, April Ist in France is 
called the feast of “poisson d’Av- 
ril,” which means a young fish, 
or April fish, easily caught. The 
French exchange small chocolate 
fish on All Fools’ Day. 


Many people think the Feast of 
tomfoolery is connected with the 
ancient Hindu Feast of Huli. 
This is celebrated on March 3lst, 
when Hindus send unsuspecting 
people on phony errands. But 
theologians say that April Ist was 
the beginning of a mediaeval 
month of prayer for the feeble- 
minded. That day was also the 
one day in the Middle Ages when 
the harmlessly insane were al- 
lowed out of their cages. 

Prayers were offered for their 
cure. The day became known 
as All Fool’s Day. 

The high-jinks of April Ist are 
part of life almost all over the 
world. Spain and Germany ob-

“guaranteed” to make asphalt 


driveways as good as new were 
simply applying old crankcase 
oil, collecting fat fees, and mov- 
ing. on, leaving unimproved 
drives that remained sticky for 
weeks. A San Bruno, Cal:t., 
householder, suing a painter te- 
cause the house paint ran off in

Bemused = w th 
thoughts of grass and garderis, 
uncertain about winter’s ravages, 
thousands of Americans needed 
only the nudie of a promised 


bargain to be easy pickings — - 


and the pickers came in end!«ss 
variety. 

Some sharpsters promoied 
“home repairs,” collecting exor- 
bitant fees for fixing nonexistent 


“roof .damage.” exterminating 
imaginary mice, selling cheap 
screens or peeling paint. jobs. 


Others were closer to nature if 
not to virtue; unwary customers 
will plant ‘bulbs that never 
sprout, have trees mangled -by 
quack “tree surgeons,” or wy 
tons of worthless “fertilizer” and 
“topsoil” (impressively, if mean- 
inglessly, black) from unscrupu- 
lous merchants. 


While some of the rackcts are 
outright criminal fraud, the most 
costly are simply sharp business 
practices that leave victims no 
legal remedy. A prevalent case 
in point involves high-pressure 
salesmen of aluminum house sid- 
ings who sell cheap materials 
and workmanship, talk custom- 
ers into contracts as high as 
$7,000 for a modest-size house, 
often taking a second mortgage 
on the house itself as security. 
The “contractors”. develop sales 
leads with boiler-room telephone 
operations or blatant TV com- 
mercials. “There 's no hard sell 
here, folks,” runs a Los Angeles 
version. “Just helpful advice.” 
Once in the door, a salesman 
may offer rebates for referral 
aales to other neighbors or even 
offer siding free as a “demon- 
stration model” for the neighbor- 
hood. He requires only that the 
householder sign a “few papers’’ 
since it is “illegal” to give things 
away. The papers, of course, are 
are a complex and ultimately 
expensive contract. Others offer 
to pay off all a homeowner's 
debts if he signs for a contract, 
then add these to the price. ; 

Atlanta’s Better Business 
reau estimates that no less than 
90 “contractors’’ were operating 
in that city last month. Cali- 
fornia officials have started a 
special drive against such phon- 
ies, whose take “is running int 
millions of dollars.” 

Special “breaks” for “refer: 
rails” or “demonstrations” are a 
common gimmick with sharpies 
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ee 
whose dim is to get their mer- 
chandise installed and then con- 
front “the victim with accom- 
plished fact and the small print 
of the contract. Taking an op- 
posite tack, repair gyps may of- 
fer minor roof or chimney re- 
pairs for a small fee, wreak real 
damage with a sledge hammer, 
and quote a new price for a job 
that “is bigger than we thought.” 
Some other approaches: 

The Lawn Shark: Spreading 
bad seed and fertilizer (often 
harmful waste from chemical 
plants), and contrasting sharply 
with the slick types who sell 
home renovations, this operator 
“always dresses real dirty and 
acts real ignorant,” according to 
W. C. Stewart of Atlanta’s Ste- 
watt ‘Pet & Garden Supply Co, 
“He'll say ‘help me add these 
here figures’ so the customer 
will think he’s taking advantage 
of some poor country man.” 

The Mortag Mice: Chicago 
houswives have been plagued by 
“exterminators” who ask to ex- 


amine the chimney, feign alarm, 


and reappear with a dead mouse 
whose brethren are allegedly 
“eating the mortar.” In a Detroit 
variation, the strangers release 
live white rats to dramatize their 
message. 

The Landscape Artist: Equip- 
ped with color slides of brilliant 
floral scenes, this specialist sells 
an expensive “landscape re- 
design” contract that actually 
gives the customer little more 
than a few packs of cheap seeds. 
Others run. deceptive mail-order 
ads for “exotic plants” such as 
the “tree of heaven” (the ailan- 
thus, or stink-tree) and the 
Chrysanthemum maximum (the 
common daisy). 

The Williamsons: A group of 
interrelated itinerants, these hit- 
and-run gyps make a regular 
spring pilgrimage through the 
Midwest. wrecking chimneys, 
selling rootless shrubs, and 
working a dozen other time- 
proven gimmicks. 


How can a homeowner guard 
against the predators of the 
venal equinox? The best rules, 
as Better Business Bureaus have 
been repeating for years, are to 
buy supplies and services from 
established dealers; distrust ex- 
ceptional “bargains,” particular- 
ly those offered by strangers! 
sign nothing without reading it 
carefully, and never sign a blank 
contract. Another springtime de- 
fense, failing all others: A good 
sense of humus. From NEWS-

Thompson of Iowa enjoys the 
best of two worlds. He has prov- 
ed that a man can manage a 
10,000-chicken operation success- 
fully and still keep his place in 
the educational field. 


He was helping two young 
girls with their shorthand when 
we met-him in his office at the 
Milford Township High School. 
As the noon hour was approach- 
ing, he ‘excused the girls and 
was ready to answer our ques- 
tions about his unusual side line. 

* * a 


How did he get into it? 

“Well, our family liked fried 
chicken,” he said with a twinkle 
in his eye. “I started with a few 
broilers for our own use. Then 
I got interested and kept ex- 
‘panding.” Mr. Thompson now 
has a $50,000 investment in his 
hen houses and equipment. He 
took us over to see his plant at 
Roland, not many miles away. 


In addition to some 6,000 lay- 
ers in conventional houses, he 
cares for 4,000 more hens in in- 
dividual. cages. These are sup- 
plied him on a contract arrange- 
ment with the Ames In-Cross 
Hatchery. For each of these a 
daily egg production record must 
be kept. The records enable tne 
hatchery people to single out the 
best producers for breeding pur- 
poses. Mr. Thompson sells their 
eggs, as the hatchery has no use 
for them. , # 


Seeing all these vigorous red- 
combed white hens (a Leghorn 
cross), you~. naturally wonder 
who looks after them. Obviously 
there is a great deal of work in- 
volved, too much for a school 
superintendent even if he is an 
energetic one. Mr. Thompson 
says he employs his brother and 
sister-in-law at the present time. 

Before his sons went to ¢ol- 
lege, they did much of the work. 
Actually, it was to give them 
jobs that Mr. Thompson thought 
of expanding his chicken-farm- 
ing operations in the first place. 
His boys needed something to 
do, and they needed to earn 
money for college. The chickens 
provided answers to both re- 
quirements,

The older lad, now a sopho- 
more at Iowa State University, 
ig still paying his expenses with 
wages he saved from his chick- 


en-farm days, his father said. 
Other boys in the neighbour- 
hood who worked for. Mr. 
Thompson also are using money 
they earned here to “help. them

Mr.. Thompson has _ installed 
automatic feeders to reduce !a- 
bour. They dispense feed by tne 
clock. Still, there is much to be 
done. Hens must be carefully in-

And, of course, eggs have to be 
gathered, cleaned, candled (oil 


' sprayed if they are to be put in 


storage), and cased. Management 
can be a part-time job, as it is 
for Mr. Thompson, but. to do 
the. detail work full-time em- 
ployees are needed.

It's only after hise eight or 
more hours in schoo] administra- 
tion that ‘the superintendent 
turns to his hens. He finds it 
relaxing to visit his flocks, ga- 
ther eggs, plan improvements in 
production or distribtuion. 

“Fascinating work,” he says. 

When he led us into one of 
the layer houses and we saw 
1,350 flapping hens and a few 
cocky roosters expressing their 
individual notions about the ar- 
rival of strangers, we could un- 
derstand how he feels. It’s easy 
to drop problems of the day in 
such an animated scene.

Mr. Thompson is interested in 
the marketing problems of poul- 
try producers. At the present 
time competition is keen and the 
profit margin small, he says. “An 
extra penny per dozen in selling 
price can mean the difference 
between profit and loss.” By 
selling direct to consumer and 
eliminating some handling costs, 
he says, the farmer's profit may 
be increased. 

Mr. Thompson sells a consider- 
able portion of his eggs to the 
Iowa State University cafeteria. 
“Hatching eggs,” used to produce 
chicks, he sells at a 10-cents-a- 
dozen premium to the hatchery. 
The hatchery sells these eggs 
not only in many .parts of the 
United States but in several 
countries in Europe.
